EXPLANATORY NOTES 
LAW 28 

Competitors Stewards (Clause 101) not to allow any competitor to go to the 
starting point whose costume, in their opinion, does not conform to the law. 

LAW 31 

Clause 112.—Swimming across, obstructing another competitor, shall disqualify the 
offender. 

Clause 113.—Should a foul endanger the chance of success of a competitor, the 
judges shall have the power to allow him to compete in the next round, or, 
should the foul occur in a final, they may order it to be re-swam. 

Clause 114.—When turning, swimmer must touch the end of the bath or course 
with one or both hands. 

ABBREVIATIONS AND RULES 

St. J.—St. John’s Swimming Club; W.A.S.iC,,—Women’s Amateur Swimming Club; 
V.L.S.C.—Victoria Ladies’ Swimming Club ; Y.T.—Y.M.C.A. Tankers ; W.C.C.— 
Winnipeg Canoe Club; Y.W.C.A.A.C.—Y.W.C.A. Aquatics; W.S.C,—Winnipeg 
Swimming Club ; Un.—Unattached. 

COMPETITORS must be ready to enter the water at the call of the Stewards, 
otherwise they will be disqualified. 

Competitors must wear regulation costumes with slips. 

THE DECISION OF THE REFEREE SHALL BE FINAL. 

The Check Starter has power to disqualify any competitor going before time. 

Competitors must retain their position in the water until the results are an¬ 
nounced, otherwise they will be disqualified. 

Any winning competitor who swims more than three seconds faster than time 
stated on entry form will be disqualified. 

Limit of time will be found in the column headed disqualification.
